There is, however, one basic difference

The difference is that 
our 
actions 
were internal. 
That is, even when we 
did not agree with every facet of what 
was happening in 
Viet 
Nam—a. 
dis­ 
agreement. shared by many members of 
Congress, we talked about it where it 
would do some good, here at home. 
We did not act where it would do our 
country great harm, in collaboration 
with

In the sa n e sen.se, even though we have 
'been most concerned about the activities of 
governments in Latin 
America, 
we 
have 
suggested American policy changes here. 
We have not interfered with 
our

Freedom extends only to the 'point 
where it docs not hurt someone else. 
When these six men acted, if they did 
as they are accused of doing, they did not 
do it within the context of freedom.

GOING to 'be a. 'little hard to drive 
home tonight. 
In the light of recent 
hearings by Sen.

filled with hatred and bigotry. 
"The record is not a pretty 
one,” the acting chairman, Rep. 
Joe Pool, D-Tex., said in a 
closing statement. 
“ It is a record of floggings, 
beatings, killings for no other 
reason than the color of their 
skin or the fact they disapprove 
of the policies and activities of 
the Klan..” 
The next step is for the House 
Committee on Un American Ac­ 
tivities to draft legislation to 
curb Klan-type organization ac­ 
tivities, Pool and Rep. Charles 
L Weltner, D-Ga.t declared. 
They joined with. Rep. John 
Buchanan,, R-Ala., in denounc­ 
ing the Klan and said, it has 
brought “ scorn upon the head of 
the people of the South.”

And 
they 
said 
the 
over­ 
whelming majority of Souther­ 
ners have no sympathy, but 
only contempt, for the Klan and 
activities attributed, to it. 
“ The challenge is now in the 
hands 
of the people 
of the 
South.” Weltner said, to show 
they will not tolerate such an 
organization or terrorist activi­ 
ties. 
Pool said the Klan’s record as 
revealed, by the committee's 35' 
days of hearings over a five- 
month period is “ a record of the 
activities of sneaky, cowardly 
men, taking advantage of the 
cover of night and suoeriority in 
numbers to intimidate and do 
physical violence to young and 
old, mate and fern.ale — 
a 
record no real. American could 
be proud, of.” 
Weltner has introduced legis­ 
lation to curb activities of Klan- 
type 
organizations, 
including 
giving the attorney general in­ 
junctive power. 
The Georgia Democrat said it 
will be a mistake if Klansmcn 
think the committee is “closing 
the book” on. its investigation of 
their organization. 
"We will keep the book open,” 
he aserted. 
Pool said the hearings hurt 
the Klan; exposed it; caused 
misguided members to quit, and 
"reveal to all others the' true 
and 
repulsive 
nature of the 
Klans.” 


The record of the hearings to 
which the committee members 
referred was built largely by 
the 
statements 
of committee 
investigators who worked for 
months before the inquiry was 
started. 
Nearly all the scores of wit­ 
nesses took refuge in their con­ 
stitutional 
guarantees 
against 
self-incrimination and 
refused 
to answer questions involving 
violence 
and. 
other 
reported 
Klan activities. 
The inquiry was launched aft 
er three reputed Klan members 
were arrested in the Alabama 
slaying of Viola Gregg Liuzzo, a 
white civil rights worker from 
Detroit.

Let’s Talk About Colitis 
s WHAT Is colitis? Are there 
different forms of the disease? 
Colitis is an inflammation. 
Irritation or infection of the in­ 
ner lining of the colon or large 
Intestine. 
There are two distinct forms 
of colitis. One is caused by 
•ome special type of parasite 
(endomoebe) or 
bacteria (shig­ 
ella or salmon­ 
ella, or tubercu­ 
losis). 
The second 
type of colitis 
does not have 
an o b v i o u s 
cause. This, the 
mos t common 
Coleman type, Is there­ 
fore called non-specific colitis 
or, in an advanced form, ulcer­ 
ative colitis. 
e 
• 
• 
What causes colitis ? 
When there are no known 
germs, bacteria or parasites, 
the cause is only suspected. 
However, there are some fac­ 
tors that are known to contrib­ 
ute to the onset of this disease; 
such as, long-standing consti­ 
pation, an Irritable color, and 
Irritations of the stomach and 
Intestines. 
Dietary Indiscretions and food 
allergies are not considered .as 
a responsible cause of chronic 
ulcerative colitis.

Do the emotions play a role 
In the cause or progress of co­ 
litis? 
It was observed almost 40 
years ago th%t the personality 
of many patients with, colitis 
and ulcerative colitis have & re­ 
markable similarity. They are 
tense, sensitive, easily hurt, 
anxious srnd s o m e w h a t de­ 
pressed. Since then numerous 
researchers have identified the 
emotions as a very important 
factor In this most complex 
die»*—.

How is the diagnosis of ulcer­ 
ative colitis definitely estab­ 
lished? 
Examination of the stool for 
mucus and blood, bacterial cul­ 
tures and chemical analysis are 
helpful. X-ray examination of 
the large intestine with barium 
•hows changes and deformities 
In the normal shape of the 
colon cr large intestine. 
With an instrument, the sig­ 
moidoscope, the interior of the 
lower large intestine can be 
m i n u t e l y examined. Small 


ulcers or breaks in the lining 
can be seen directly. The site 
of bleeding can often be pin­ 
pointed through this instru­ 
ment. 
The procedure Is uncomfort­ 
able, but not painful. Many 
other Intestinal conditions are 
carefully ruled out befora the 
diagnosis is definitely con­ 
firmed.

Are all attacks of colitis 
ulcerative and chronic? 
There have been cases of a 
single attack of colitis, which, 
when cured, never again re­ 
turned. 
More frequently there are 
repeated attacks over long pe­ 
riods of time. Remissions, or 
periods between attacks, may 
even last for many years. 
Not ail attacks are ulcera­ 
tive. The distinction of ulcera­ 
tive colitis Is the presence of 
blood in the stool 1a addition to 
the other symptoms of diarrhea, 
fever, loes of weight, abdominal 
discomfort and a general sense 
of weakness.• • • 
What la the modem treat­ 
ment for colitis ? 
Treatment Is an energetic and 
vigorous combination of diet, 
drugs and psychologic support 
Small, regular feedings, of 
highly nutritive foods with vita­ 
min supplements are important 
Diarrhea is controlled with 
prescribed opiatea Antispas- 
modi© drugs offer relief from 
abdominal pain. Antibiotics 
carefully chosen, along with 
cortisone and ACTH, are very 
eff«.ctive in 'the control of at­ 
tacks. 
Transfusions are given when 
the blcod indicates the need for 
replacement, 
Psychological and psychiatric 
assistance is a most important 
factor in the total control of 
this condition.
